7. Attached hereto as Exhibit B is a work order obtained from Becker Printing Company 
dated October 1, 1997 for a six -page brochure for Clearstream Wastewater. It is noted 



that on the left-hand side of Exhibit C, the word "New" appears, evidencing that this was 
a new project for Becker Printing Company. 

Attached hereto as Exhibit C is an invoice from Becker Printing Company dated October 
22, 1997 for printing 10,000 copies of a six-page brochure, which was the Clearstream 
Brochure. Note that the Clearstream Brochure is in fact a six-page brochure. 
I declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further, that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful, false statements and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under §1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code and that such willful, false statements may jeopardize the validity of 
this application or document, or any registration resulting therefrom. 
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
